Pith all the other Atari Fairs that took place during the 
past 12 Eonths and the huge Consumer Electronics Show just 
three weeks ago, it was surprising to find so euch new to 
see last weekend during the hastily-organized tforlfi of Atari

Eut several unfasiliar coapanies with iapressive ST 
software Bade their Atari Fair debuts last weekend. . And a 
near-production version of the Atari SLHSOt laser printer 
had its first public shotting. This report concentrates on 
products that have not been reported on previously. 

The Atari laser printer is sealler and' lighter than aost 
current oodels, but seeas just about as fast and sharp. It 
was operating in Diablo 630 eoulation with a 4Mb Rega ST 
running a pre-release version of tbe Microsoft Srite word 
processor with a BYSINY6 display. The laser controller 
board is in a codsa-sized box cabled between the ST’s 
high-speed Direct Mesory Access (DMA) port and the printer. 
This controller box also has a second DMA port far 
connecting a hard disk. — — _ . _ 

This 380 dots-per-inch printer supports. Atari’s 6D0S 
iwhich automatically uses the highest resolution available 
to a printing device). He picked up a selection of the 
sharp graphics and eulti-font printouts that the Atari 
3LK3C4 kept churning out throughout the day. Late suseer or 
Septesber is the current estieated earket arrival for the 
tari Desktop Publishing Systet.

Prograssers will love fliniware’s new Edit/Booster, an ST 
text editor that also generates GEM code by House. Select

The version currently on sale just 
works with C, but updates for 6FA BASIC, Personal Pascal and 
Modula-2 are prosised soon. Omiuare, based in Bellevue, 
SfaGhiAgtgn also showed a desk accessory controller for the 
widely used Hewlett-Packard Laserjet printer and an H-P 
terminal emulator.

What this really means in plain 
English is you can only use the Gimme* 80 from BASIC* from 
the SpeedScript 80 word processor included with the chip, or 
from programs you write yourself, I have tried all of the 
word processors 1 own (nine, at last count!), and none of 
the® will use the eighty column screen. The Gsmiview 80 
documentation includes modifications which can be aada to 
several versions- of Letter Perfect- and-Dat* -Prefect, hut_J 
have not done these yet* GaniView 30 also includes 
Omni Writer, a specially modified version of the public 
detain word processor SpeedScript, which does function in 80 
CQllMftfr. 

The Omni vie# 80 also includes new floating point math 
routines which- are considerable faster than the ones in the 
Atari OS. Running a benchmark test, I found the Gaomew 
routines to be approx i lately 752 faster than the Atari 
* routines. However, in sty day to day usage of the computer, 

I did not notice any significant differences in program 
execution time, Applications which sake heavy use of 
mathematical functions should benefit from tani view's 
speed.

Finally, the [torn view replaces the operating system in 
the XL mach ines with one which much sore closely 
approximates the old 05 of the 800 machines, This weans 
that the translator disk is no longer needed. If you have 
any progress which needed "GS translation 1 before, you will 
appreciate this feature. 

The other possibilities are all software drivers. One of 
the first was Computers Video 80 program, written by 
Charles Brannon. This program creates a new input /out put 
device for the Atari, the 1 V: E1 device, This device includes 
the eighty column screen handler, as wail as supporting a 


window feature, with user definable margins uil us 
around. A demonstration of these two features combined with 
each other is impressive. However, the limitations of Video 
80 are even more restrictive than those of Omni view 80, 
Programs using Video 80 are limited to those you write 
yourself, although both BASIC and assembly language should 
remain valid possibilities. Secondly, the logical line 
length is shortened to eighty characters, rather than 120 as 
in Atari BASIC. Lastly, this program requires the

These limitations notwithstanding, it is hard to beat the 
priee/performance ratio of Video SO, as this program is in 
the public domain and therefore free, If nothing else, it 
serves as an excellent introduction to the world of eighty 
columns, and will allow you to decide whether to invest 
further in this field, or to be glad that your Atari 

displays forty legible characters per line, I am currently 
working on a BASIC word processor to work with Video 88, but. 
due to both the shortcomings of BASIC and myself, this 
program will be of limited usefulness. 

I recently came across programs called Text 80, and 
Script 80, but have not been especially successful in 
getting the* to function, Finally, there is a small (13 

sector) utility called H1GHREZ.CGH, which also produces an 
BO column screen, I have not used this extensively, but I 
imagine its is quite similar to Video 80, 

As we have been told for more than a year now. Atari is 
developing^ an eia htv column device, the XEP BO . Se veral 
reviews of this product have appeared elsewhere, and 1 have

I Mnt one thing understood at the beginning. When I’a 
involved in a desktop publishing project, whether it be a 
brochure, an advert iseaent, a flyer or creating a logo, I 
absolutely refuse to use scissors, graphic art tools or 
rubber cesent. After investing thousands of dollars in 
computer equipment over the past few years it would be 
huii listing to resort to using such ’low tech' 
paraphernalia. Consequently I have spent hours on end 
creating line art drawings with DEGAS, PUBLISHING FARTHER, 
or whatever else was handy. 

tthen Navarone Industries announced that ST SCAN was ready 
for shipient, I called the# ieaediately and said ‘GiaseM 
Wien I hung up the phone, 1 thought "Darn, why didn’t I tell 
the# to ship it overnight air?" I waited for a solid week 
for *y precious bundle to arrive (actually it was only sin 
days but it seeaed like a week). 

The outside of the package said CANNON 1X-6/12; 'Halt a 
•imite. Don't tell se they ship the interface unit 
separately?" Once opened I was relieved to find the 
Navarone interface and cable stacked on top of the scanner. 

Let ee describe the equipeent. First" of al l , the scanner 
itself is surprisingly cospact. It seasures 13 5/8 in. wide 
by 11 5/3 in. deep by 3 i/2. in. high and weights iS, 4 lbs. 
The interface unit which plugs into the ST cartridge port is 
a stall 6 by 3 in. box with an outside port for the 
interface cable that leads to the scanner itself. 

Setting up the unit is very easy, Just plug in the power 
cord and interface cable and you're ready to go. The ST 
, SCAN Instruction Nanual is a rather sparse 20 pages but then 
operation of the -scanner with the un-copyprotected software 
supplied by Navarone is GEN based and alsost self 
explanatory. 

Operation of the scanner is indeed quite sieple if you 
are able to get it to work. Which unfortunately I couldn't. 
After waiting a solid week (okay six days), ST SCAN would 
only give ae a blank screen no satter what I fed through it. 
Being a .rather nature, patient individual, I ieaediately 
called Navarone and in a cals voice said "SIHNE A NEti 
ONE!!* 

Navarone should be highly coaeended for being courteous 
and extreiely helpful in their handling of the probles. 
After stepping through the systes with se, we case to the 
conclusion that the culprit was sost likely the interface 
unit and not the scanner or sy ST cartridge port. They 
shipped ie a new unit and this ti#e they shipped it 
overnight air! 


Since I love to tinker with high tech stuff I decided to 
try to repair the dead interface unit syself. I reaoved the 
four seal 1 phi Hips screws which hold the unit together, and 
once it was opened, took a dose look at a bunch of chips 
and wires. There were three snail wires on the bottos which 
were soldered in various places. Suddenly I discovered what 
the problem eight ue. One of the wires had coae loose! I 
took soae aasking tape (I never said I was a service tech) 
and taped the connection back in place, I reassembled the 
interface unit, plugged everything back in, booted up the 
software, fed Navarone’ s advertising brochure through the 
scanner- at 150 dpi and there it was in living black and 
white; a ceaplete duplication of the brochure on ay’ST 
eonitor! 

Okay, now back to the basics. Although ST SCAN will work 
with a 520ST, one drive and a tono or color aonitor, there 
are certain Imitations that sake it such none suitable for 
a 1040ST one aeg systei (2 teg would be even better). 

If you have a 520ST and you expect to be abie to scan an 
8 i/4 by 11 1/2 in. page at 300 dpi, load it into PUBLISHING 
PARTNER or DEGAS and sanipulate it to your hearts content, 
Target ITT" Toll" are "on l"y“al 1 owedTolcaO siall partfBTBf 
the dGCussnt at that resolution through use of a GEN window. 
This is not a fault of Navarone’ s systei but a aeeory 
limitation of ay computer, The lore teaory. the greater 
area you will be able to scan. Also the lower resolution 
vou use, dawn to 75 dpi, the greater area you can scan. 1 
had a chance to hook up the systei to a friend's 1040ST and 
the scan window was aliost three tiles larger. 

for all of us 520ST owners, Navarone has supplied a 
conversion progras on the ST SCAN disk which allows you to 
break up a scanned stage in ,IKG foraat into saaller DEGAS 
files which can then be edited and reasseabled into a large 
.IMS file that is compatible with PUBLISHING PARTNER. 

.The Scanner Options Menu allows resolutions at 75, 150, 
200 and 300 dpi. Eaage contrast can be light, noreal or 
dark. The scanning aethod 'options of either Line Art or 
Halftone depend upon what you are scanning, Line art is for 
drawings, illustrations and logos while halftone is for 
photographs providing up to 32 shades of gray. Scanned 
iaages can be saved in DEGAS, .INS or POSTSCRIPT fornat. 

It should be noted that Navarone will soon release a 
prugrsG called ST LASERPAINT which will allow large scanned 
areas to be edited and saved in .IMG files which will retain 
their full dpi resolution, (then a file is saved in DEGAS 
forsat it retains only the currant screen resolution. 
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So what's the bottoa line? Ho* do the i sages look once 
you have hardcopy on your printer? The answer to that 
depends on Khat kind of printer you have. Navarone Bakes no 
bones about it. They state in their tanual that ‘The real 
poHer of scanned inaoc-s are best demonstrated when printing 
on laser printers. 1 And they are absolutely right. But 
Khat about us poor folk oho can’t afford to spend $5000 on a 
POSTSCRIPT coapatible User printer? The answer is, we 
don't have to. SoftLogik has sore than adequately filled 
the gap Kith their excellent dot oatrix printer drivers 
available for PUBLISHING PARTNER. These drivers do an 
excellent job of reproducing line art images scanned with ST 
SCAN. Resolution on pictures printed out is a little grainy, 
but again this can be overcome Kith acre aeeory on your ST 
coibined with shrinking the image in PUBLISHING PARTNER or 
DEGAS. 

I have printed i sages on ay NEC P7 (24 pin dot eatrixl 
and so far aa very pleased Kith the results. Even the 
photographs printed at 300 dpi look good and rival the 
results of the video digitizers available for the ST. But. 
line art on a dot aairix is where ST SCAN really shines. 
Hhen you feed good quality sketches, pen drawings or artwork 
into ST SCAN you’ll get ateost exact reproduction even at 75 
dpi. 

Now it’s tiee to get picky. Getting back to the 
interface unit, one prcblea 1 noticed is that the end of the 
cable which attaches to the interface box was supplied with 
screws which are not long enough to secure the cable. As a 
tatter of fact they won’t even touch the screw holes. This 
was definitely an engineering oversight as the underneath 
part of the cable end has to be propped up with soaething to 
■ake sure it doesn't continually put pressure on the 
interface connection. ! slid a blank cassette tape under it 
which does the job temporarily until 1 can find soae screws 
that are long encugh. 

The CANNON X 1 12 has a flaw which can be irritating at 
tines. Its design includes feeder guides on each side which 
help to guide the paper as its being fed into' the scanner. 
Cannon apparently assumed that everyone would be placing an 
8 1/4 in. wide sheet of paper in their scanner because the 
guides won’t dose any further than that. Consequently, if 
you have an itee with smaller width, it has a tendency to be 
fed in at an angle unless you quickly guide it through by 
hand until the scanner grabs it and takes over. 

Navarone needs to elaborate on their instruction aar.ua 1 
particularly in the areas dealing with DEGAS and .IHG files. 

I tried to break down an .IflG file into separate DEGAS files 
using their conversion program supplied an the disk to find 
that I ended up with two files. One with a ,PI3 extender 
and one with a .CTL extender. The .PI3 file works fine in 
PUBLISHING PARTNER and DEGAS as a high rer file but 1 ended 
up confused as to what the conversion prograa is all about 
when you can save a .PI3 file directly from the ST SCAN 
prograe. 


These are very minor criticises, however, and do not 
detract at all free Navarone’ s excellent product not to 
sention Cannon’s. Incidentally, the Cannon XI 12 does a good 
job of reading text as well as i sages. 

I have two warnings for those of you who ard considering 
purchasing the ST SCAN systea. The first is that scanning 
can be very addicting. You know all of those favorite 
coeputer aagazines you were always reluctant to tear pages 
out of with the thought that they sight be collectors iteas 
soae day? Hell forget it. Nothing is sacred anyaore. You 
will find yourself scanning anything you can get your hands 
on, froa pictures of your wife or girl friend tD photos of 
the cat and dog. You definitely won’t be cutting and 
pasting anyaore, but you’ll be tearing a lot of things up. 

The second warning is that, if like ae, you own a 520ST 
you’ll have an alaost insatiable craving for aore rae and 
will want to upgrade the 520 as far as it will go. You'll 
want at least two aeg of course because that will allow you 
to get alaost full resolution at 300 dpi per scanned page. 
Besides, I hear that Atari’s new laser printer will require 
about 2 aeg to take full advantage of its features. And of 
course you’ll need a hard drive to save all of those huge 
300 dpi files.

After having several people ask ae ItoH 1 achieved ay high 
score at Starglider (shich I shall not divulge.. lets just 
say it’s ‘very high 1 '). I’ve decided to put ay hints in 
print. Hopefully no one Kill actually beat ft Y high score, 
but have fun trying anyway! 

The Pfoper Attitude 

To start with, we'll probably need to change your 
attitude toward events in the gaae; you’ll need the 
‘fighter pilot 1 attitude, Hhen you barely escape death or 
daaage, it is not LUCK. The concept : of luck is for those 
without SKILL. Instead of viewing your feat as "luck," look 
at it as ‘skill. 9 An attitude like this Will teach you that 
no aatter what, YOU are in control. Knowing that you have 
control and keeping a cool head at ALL tiaes, no aatter how 
difficult they seen, will allow you to think through a tough 
situation. Starglider say SEES like a Hindi ess ‘shoot ’ea 
up’ soaetiees, but believe ae, a solid strategy and the 
ability to THINK THROUGH a tough situation will allow you to 
really clean up. 


Strategies

These strategies for use in the gaae have been fine tuned 
after several (hundred) gaees of Starglider. Here’s what 
you’ve been waiting for: - 

Juno Cannons 

Juno Cannons can be an annoyance to even the best 
Starglider player, however, they have one basic weakness: 
they can’t shoot iov* if you’re dose 'id; thee. Tbs Easiest 
way to obliterate a Juno Cannon is ’J^jjaad cl bite. Jt# it’s 
base (bottoe) and blast away at the offending object.. '.,

Refueling • 

Nhen refueling on levels higher than Level 2, keep one 
thing in wind: a stationary target is easier to hit. If 
you sit still while refueling (1 do when I can get away with 
it), YOU will be the stationary target. Keep #oving! A 
little practice will allow you to slide through a power grid 
at a speed that won’t allow thee to get a good iqck'el your 
ship, but will still allow you to refuel. On high levels 
don’t try to refuel all at once, it way not be possible due 
to enesy fire. Another little ‘trick* that 1 use on higher 
levels is to find a power grid and clear out all 'the enesy 
installation around it, then when I need fuel 1 go back to 
that one grid. Also, when refueling MATCH YOUR RADAR; if 


you see eneay fire headed in your direction, get out of 
there! Gn sase of the higher levels you say find that the 
energy towers have been turned off; to turn tne grid back on 
just sheet the totters (too many shots will turn it back 
off). 

line of the best coaaon -sense hints I can give you is that 
on higher levels refuel often. Soaetiees it aay be 
necessary to refuel when you still have half your energy 
left. It can- be a hassle, but it’.s better than being 
destroyed. 

■Docking 

The only rule that 1 follow is that if ay shields go 
beiOK half, I dock the first chance I get. 

Killing Krudd 

Ah, the object of the gaae! Host of the tiae it’s just a 
waiting gaae to kill ilia, but there are soae strategies to 
invoke for a better shot at hit. Gn levels greater than 
level 1, do not fly directly behind Krudd, as you’ll be 
eating aissiles when he -fires at- you. Fly either a little 
above or below and to one side of hi«. This will also keep 

hit froa firing constantly and allow you to sneak a aissile 

into his (lasers are useless -against hit), and don’t fire at 
hit until it looks like you’re a least right on hi* (this 
gives you a better chance of hitting hia). 

Scoring 

To achieve a HIGH score, it’s necessary to keep froa 
Kindi essly blasting at everything that aoves (to an extent). 
Don’t bother with the red blocks that fire lasers; Tanks 
can also be ignored for the east part (there will be 
situations that warrant their destruction). Naikers, 
Stoepers, and Stargliders sake nice targets and score well, 
so go after the*. Krudd is. the one you’re after, though. 
Don’t kill Krudd whenever he flys by, though. Since the 
gaae advances you a level for every 10,000 points scored, 
try to build up points close to 10,000 on each level, and 
THEN go after Krudd, That will result in a nice score 
relatively quickly. 

Hell,, those are sgse of ey strategies. That should be 
enough . to get you to the point that you can fine-tune your 
own strategies. Have fun with it. Mho knows, aaybe I’ll 
have sose coapetition now!
